The Author and authoritie of al which fine bookes , were cucr 
acknowledged by the farthful, both of the old and new Tefament: and fo 
accounted and eftemed by tradstion, tit Chrift and his Apofiles: who alfo 
confirmed them by ther. teffimonies, and allegitions of th: famse, as ef hole 
Scriptures. From th: creation yatil Moyfes writ (Which Was abowe tivo thon- 
fand and foure hundred yeares) the Church exercifed Religion by Reuelats- 
ons made to certsine Patriarches, and byTrad:tians from man to man, with- 
ont ante Scriptures or Law Weittcn. But the peculiar people of God bein 
more V:/ibly feparated from other nations , (7 manie errors abunding in the 
world, God would for correction c~ confusation therof, bane hts wil made 
farther knowen to bss children, and [o rematne among them in written 
record, by bis faithfnl feruant and Prophet Mayfes. Vb therfore declareth 
the Author and beginning of al thinges, that 1s, How al creatures Ywere 
made by God, and of himbaue thr beng, and vy bun only are conferued. 
He teacheth exprefly that there # one onlie God, again? thefe that imag 
wed and brought into the phantafies of men manie goddes. That the whole 
or yninerfal fubiance of keauen and carth, ivith their ornaments ana acct 
dents, Were made in time; against thofe sh it thought the fir/t fundation ther.

1. Inthebezinniz.] Holie Moyfes telleth what was done inthe beginning 
of the world, and fo forward euentil his owne time, writing aboue two thou- 
fand and foure hundreth yeares after the beginning. Al which being incom- 
prehenfible by humaine witte or difcourfe, he knew partly by Reuelations 
from God, forhe had the gyftofPropheciein moft excellent forte : partly by 
Traditions from his elders, wholerned of their fathers. For vntilthattime the 
Church had only Traditions of fuch things, as were reueledto {pecial men, 
wherby we fee the great aurhoritie of Traditions, before there were Scrip- 
tures. And fince Scriptures were written they are alfo neceflarie, for three {pe- 
cial reafons. Firft for that we are only affured by Tradition ofthe Church, that 
thofe bookes are in dede holie Scriptures, which are fo accounted, and not by 
the Scripture it felfe, for thar were to proue the fame by the fame, vntilwe be 
affured of fome part, that proueth fome other partes. And this made S. Au- 
guitin to fay plainly, that he could not belene the Gofpel, except the Church told hsm 
yvhjch is the Gofpel: Secondly holie Scriptures being once knowento be the 
word of God, and fo of mofteminent authoritie offal writings inthe world, 
as S.Aucuftin S. Ierome, & al other Fathers agree, yet for the true vnderftan- 
ding of the fame, both the Scripture it fe'fe, and the ancient Fathers remitte 
vs to the Church, namely to thofe in the Church, thatare appointed by Gods 
ofdinance, inthe hich place that he hath chofen. VVhich were the High Priefts in 
the old Teftament, as appeareth+ Deut.17. Mat. 23. loan.11. Andinthenew 
Teftament, S. Peterand his Succeffors for whom Chrift prayed that his faith 
fhould not faile : and therfore commanded him to confirme his bretheren Luc. 
22. Thirdly forthings not exprefled in particularin holie Scripture, the Scrip- 
ture and Fathers do likewife remitte vsto Traditions, andto theiudgcment 
andteftimonie ofrhe Church.

Origen to anfwer him fuppofeth a cubite here métioned, to haue c6- 
tained fix ordinarie cubites: and fo doubtles the arke might eafily containe al 
thinges thatare here {poken of, for foit were like to a great citie. But this opi- 
nion neither hath good warrant, that euer the Agyptians(of whom he fuppo- 
feth Moy {es might haue learned it)or any other nation vfed fuch long cubites, 
neither can this meafure ofacubite, be agreable to Moyles meaning, who no 
doubt fpeaketh of the like cubites here, as he doth in other places. Andin 
Exodus hedefcribeth an Altar to be made fiue cubites long, fiue broade, and 
three in height. VVhich would be by Origens meafure {euerie cubite contay- 
ning fix ordinarie cubites, that is nine foote at leaft) in length, and likewife in 
breadth 45, foote, and27. foote in height. Againe (Deut. 3.) Moyfes telleth 
ofan iron bed of Og King of Bafan, that was nine cubites long, & foure broad.

q Ere according to our purpofe mentioned before, we wsl briefly ree 
} cite certaine principal points of Religion, taught and obferued in the 
fort age. In which the foundations of the true maner of feruing God ( that 
should be continued to the end of the World) “were laid, and profpered 1p 
(ome, as appeareth in thefe fenen first chapters of Genefis. But firftof al, 
Wwe shalin two Words repete (asit is clerly geathered in the [ame holte Scrip- 
ture) the tate of man before, and immediatly after his fall, being the {ubset 
to whom al this pertayneth. 

After therfore that God had created other things, both in heauen and Man made to 
earth, lajt of al he made Man, to his cwne image and likenes, With Ynder- Sct pa 
flanding and freewil, therin like to Angels, and fiperior to al other crea- Aenens priee 
tures, and [o made him Lord and maifter of al earthlie things. Neither were 
thefethe createft benefits which God beftowed on man: for his dittine goodnes 
inded alfo this his reafonable creature, with innocencie original 1uftice, 
whereby al things were most nga ordered within him, and about him. Man obeyed 
His mind, wil, and rea/on were obedient to God 5 his [enfes ex inferior pant God, and al 
of his foule were fubsect to reafon ; his flesh and bodie obeyed the fpirite , and inet: pr 
al earthlie creatures obeyed him. God alfo adorned ran with excellent aa nen 
knowledge, both natural and fupernataral. And albeithi bodie was of 
corruptible [ubftance, yet the fame, and al his pofteritie, if they had not fin- 
ned, should hae benne conferued, and without dying, hase bennetranfla- 
ted to euerlafting life. Thus man was placed im Paradife, and Ese there 
made of a ribbe of his fide, to be his mate and Ynfeparable companion, as 
man and Ypife ioyned 1x Mariage, with Gods blefiag, for increafe and mul- 
tiplication. As appeareth in the two first chapters of thss booke. 

But God hauing made man right, he intangled him felfe (as holie y4an fel by 
Scripture fpeaketh ) with infinite queftions. For the diuel enuying mans yelding to 
felicitie inuegled our mother Ee With queftions and lies, and then by her, tentations 
Sirf feduced and deceiued, allured alfo Adams to the tranfere(ion of Gods 
commandment, And fo they loft origisal inftice, hich Adam had receined “

VVhich’ they 
feme rather to afirme, as loath to confeflethatanie man; of other nation then 
their owne, fhould haue bene greater and more excellent then Abraham in 
{piritual caufes, then foranie reafonthey do, or can alleage. Yet manie efpe- 
cially latter writers as Liranus, Toftatus, Genebrardusand othetsdo embrace 


this opinionas moft probable. ThoughS. Hierom{femeth only to haue added Ep. ad 
the Hebrewes opinion (as he faith) becaufe he would intimate al to his freind, Ewag. 


when he had firft cited grauer authores, S.S- Inreneus, Hypolitus, Eufebius 
Cefarienfis, Eufebius Emiffenus, Apolinarius, and Euftathius, al agreably 
affirming that Melchifedechwasa Chananite, king of Salem, which was after- 
wards called Ierufalem: To this opinion agreeth Philo Iudzus continually 
{peaking of him,as ofa ftranger to the Lewes nation. Jofephus alfo a lew wri- 
teth plainly ( ls. 7.debello Iwdasco.c. 18. ) that he was.of Chanaan, and Prince of 
the Chananites-Alfo S. Dionyfius Ariopagita, (CaleSt. Hier, ¢-9.)S. Epiphaniug 
(her. 55. @ 67) Theoderetus (. 63. i Gen.) and Suidas, ate of the fame mind, 
and manie other chriftitian Do&tors. VVho confirme their affertion by that 
S.Paulfaithto the Hebrewes: He vvhofe generation is not numbred among them, 
tooke tithes of Ahrabam. For what els can S. Paulmeane, but that Melchife- 
dechs kinred and people, was diuers from thekinred, and people of the 
Iewes? which he could not fay of Sem, from whom Abraham & al Lewes de- 
{cended: asitcannot be faid, that Adam and Noeare of diuers genctation 
from aniic people that now liueth, becaufe we al come of them. OF this diffi- 
cultic (not pettaining to anic controuerfie ofour time) the ftudiousmay {ce 
more in F, Pererius his commentaries yponthis.14.chap.of Genefis, difp.

But knowing as fome 
of them doe, that Hel is the true word of the text, there is no finceritie nor 
moral honeftie in putting Grave, in place therof And that they know it, the 
fecond table of the Bible, printed at London 1602. witnefleth, noting fora 
common place, that in the 37. chap. of Genefis. v. 35. Hel is taken for zraue, 
therby confefling, that the true Englifh word of the holic Scripture in that 
placeis Hel, butthatthey would haue it to fignifie craue.

Itis further to be obferued,that whenfoeuer anic haue attempted to worke 
miracles to prouc falfe dodtrin, they haue failed,and by Gods prouidence bene Falfe prophets 
confounded. As when Baals falfe prophetes, crying to their falfe goddes from cuer faile, 
morning til noone, could not bring fire for their facrifice: and yet the diuel when they 
brought fire to burne Iobs fhepe and feruants ; God permitting the one, and pretend by

fecrete thefe, and 2 wicked murderer, that had killed her hufband.So writeth 
M. Ierom Bolfeck im vite Caluins. And befides the womans vnexpected outcrie, 
aod afleweration, that ber hufband was not dead before, burthat,chrough Cal- 
uins pet{wafions, and promifes to releue them \with almes, they fo feaned, al 
Geneua did knowe, that Caluin endevoured to raife the man, and could not. 
Thefe and manic others haue attemptedand could do nothing, but againft 
them felues.

For in this age not only the [ame princspal and particular pointes 
of farth, wert belened and profeffed, but alfo the number of profeBors encréafed 
and partly by feperation of place and abode, and [pecially by denerfitie of 
mianers, outward rites, and conuerfation Were more diftincl from infidels then 
before: as we shal now skew by the facred hiftorie of that time. VV bsch 
beginneth with Abrahams going forth of hrs countrey of Chaldea; about 
21024. yeares fromibe beginning of the VWvorld, the 75. yeare of bis age.

Creator of al things, Lord, God, moft high, Poffeffor of heauen 
and earth (Gen. 14. ) To Moyfes more familiarly (Exod. 3..) 10. bis moft 
propername, Hk wiicu 1s. /nthe mame of fourc letters, which 
the lewescount ineffable. tnd in diuers other names, al shewing Ones 
Eternal, Omnipotent, infinite Maieftie , of whom al other things 
depend, and bane thesr being, himfelfe independent of any other thing.

Strange coddes| Proteftants pretend here to proue, that al Catholiques are Proteftants 
Idolaters, for honoring Sainétes, and their Reliques and Images.And they charge al Ca- 
haue fo defamed Catholique Religion in this behalfe, that the vulgar forte rholiquesto 
of deceined people, otherwife knowing Catholiquesto be ordinarily of mo- be Idolaters- 
derate conuerfation in life, of iuft dealing towardes their necighboures, ad- 
dicted to prayer, fafting , almes, and manie good woorkes, more wanting 
among them felues: yet fuppoling them, notwitftanding thefe laudable qua- 
lities, to be Idolaters,: are therby auerted from Catholique Religion. And 
furely it were ainftcaufe, if it were true. As wel therfore to purge our felues 
of fo haynous an imputed crime, as to remoue this dangerous block oferro- 
niousconceipt, we fhal here note fome of the Proteftants egregious lies, 
againft the whole Church militant, and bla{phemous reproches againft the 
the glorious Sainctes then briefly declare the true and fincete doctrine, and They helieshe 
practife of the Catholike Church in this point. Luther in his pofti] vpon the Church mili-

Yet fo that 
weerect not Altares ( becaufe they are for Sacrifice ) to anie Martyr, thoughin 
memorie of Martyrs, but to God of Martyrs. For who ever ftanding at rhe 
Altar, in places of Saintes bodies, faide ; VVe offer to thee Peter, or Paul, or

Cyprian, burthatwhich is offered,is offeredto God, who crowned the Mat- sieg, 
tyrs, attheir memories, whom he crowned, that by commonition of the very. 
places, greater affection may arife, to inkindle charitic, both towards them, 
whom we may imitate, and tewards him, by whofe helpe we may VVe ho- 
nour Martyrs with rhatavorfhip oflouc and fociene, wherwith holie men are 
worthipped in this life. VVhof hart we percesuc is prepared tolike fufferance 
for the Euangelical vericie : but Martyis more deuoutly, by how much more 
fecurly, after al vncertainticsare oucrcome, and with how much more confi- 
dent praife, we preach them now victours in a more happie life, then others 
yet fighting inthis. But with that worthippe, whichingreke is called Latria, 
a eruice properly due to God, which in Latin can not be expreiled by one word, 
we neither worlhip, nor teach to be worfhipped but one God. And for fo 
much as offering of Sacrifice perteineth tothis worthippe ( wherof they 
are called Idolaters , that offer crifice to anie Idols ) we by no meanes 
offer anie fuch thing, nor teach to be offered, either to anie Martyr, or 
bleffed foule, or holie Angel. Thus farre S. Auguftin The fame teacheth Theo- 
doret (/i.8.ad Grecos ) Our Lord hath depraued falfe goddes of the honour, 
they hadin Temples, andin place of them caufed his Martyrs to be honored - 
yet not in the fame maner, for we neither bring hoftes, nor libaments to 
Martyrs, but honour them, as holie men, and mott deare freinds of God. It 
would be to long to cite manie ancieat Fathers, teftifying and teaching that 
Saincts are to be honored. 

More compendioufly we wil take our aduerfaries confeffion, the Mag- 
debureian Centuriators. VVho ( Pref. Cent. 6.) holding that the Church was 
only pure from idolatriethe firft hundred yeares of Chinft, and that it begane 
to faileinthe fecond and third age, more in the fourth and fifth, and was 
viterly perifhedin the fixth, impute the caufe of herruine, that the very chiefe 
mentaughtand practifed the honour of Sainéts. Firft of al( fay they ) thefe hor- 
ribleand pernicious darknes, as certaine black cloudes couering the whole 
firmament, rofe vp in the vere aflemblie ofteachers.

Such beaftes therfore were holder 
for cleane, and allowed for mans foode, as diuide the hoofe, and ruminate, or 
chew the cudde, fignifying difcretion betwixt good and euel; and diligent 
confideration, or meditation of Geds law: and the beaftes which lack thofe 
two propertiesofdiuiding the hoofe, and chewing the cudde, or cither. of 
them, were repured yncleane, fignifying {uch men as care not whether they 
dowel or cuel, or do not ruminate, and meditate good things, which they 
heare or fead, forgetting or neglecting, what is taught them. Likewife the 
fithes thathaue finaes and fcales, which fignifie eleuating of the mind, and 
aufteritie of life, were counted cleane: burthc fe that wantreither of the fame 
were vncleane and prohibited. Alfo certaine birdes were eftemed cleane and 
allowed to be eaten:others vncleane and forbid. Asthic Eagle, fignifying pride; 
the griffon, tyrannie ; the ofprey, oppreflion ; the kire, fraud; the vulrare, fe- 
dition; al kindes ofrauens, carnal voluptoufnes ; the oftrich, worldlie cares; she 
owle, flouth, or dulnes in {piritual things; the ferne, duble dealing; alkindes 


_ofhaukes,crueltie; the {chritch owle, luxnrie; the diver, glutronie; the ftorke, 


enuie; the fwanne, hypocrifie; the onocratal, avarice; the porphirion, felfc

Itis alfo proued that this and fome o- 
ther degrees exprefied in this place, were notagainftthe law ofnature ( which 
is common to al nations, commonly oreafely knowne toal men by difcourfe 
ofreafon) becanfe no common wealth among the Gentiles did punith, nor 
modeft men forbeare, ot reprehend fuch mariages : as appeareth by Laban, 
who after he had deceiued Iacob by geuing him one fifter foran other, offered 
him alfo the former promifed, whom without difficultic of confcience he ac- 
cepted (Gen.29.) neither did that holie Patriarch thinke it vnlauful to keepe 
them both. And when Iudas matched his fecond fonne, and promifed the third 
to thewifeof his firft fonne, he did it according to the cuftome of that place & 
time. Gen. 38. And Noemifpoke according to the fame cuftome, Ruth. r. v.17. 
Againe where this law forbiddeth a man to marie, or companic with his wives 
fifter,itaddeth, yvhiles she is Ling, not prohibiting mariage, when his firft 
wifeis dead. Yethis wives fifter is as nere in affinitie, as his brothers wife. 
Likewife the diuerfitie of punifhments (chap. 20.) for tran{greifion of this 
law, eitherin the rizhtline, orinthe firft collateral dezree of confanguinitie,

For before Chrifts Gofpel was promulgate, neither al Articles 
of faith were fo exprefly taught, not the external profeffiontherof fo firictly 
commanded, as now they are in time of more grace , which geueth more ayde 
to mans weahnes, wherin alfo more perfeCtionis required, and therfore our 
Sauiour exaéteth ofal to confeffe him, and his Religion, before men: elshe vvil denie 
them before his Father. Likewife inthe place, where this Nobleman dwelr, his 
prefence in the temple,and feruiceto the king, could notbeaccounted areuole 
fronrrrue religiop, whichwas neuer profefled there, nor be {candalousto anie 
man being al Infidels: butinachriftian'countrie, where al bearethe name of 
Chriftians, efpecially.where men areat controuerfie about the true Chriftian 
religion, althat frequent, or repaire to the fame aflemblies,for publique feruice 
of God, are repured to be of the fame religion; orels diflemblers, as it were 
to haueno eareof religion, knowing God; and not glorifying him as Ged. 
andreuolting from the truth which they had lerned. The difference alfo of per- 
fons is great: Forthis Nobleman hauing before his conuetfion ferued his king, 
in the ofticeof fuftayning him, when he bowed tothe Idol, if he fhould haue

middes of the land,faying : Left the kinges of the Affyrians 
come_, and finde abundance of waters. ¢ He built alfo 
doing induftrioufly euerie wall that had benedeftroyed, and . 
built towers vpon them, and an other wall without: and he 
repayred Mello inthe citie of David, and made armour and 
fhildes of al fortes: + And heappointed princes of warryers 
inthe armie : and he called themaltogetherin the ftreate of 
the gate ofthe citie, and{pake to their hare, faying: ¢ Doe 
manfully, and take courage: feare not, neither dread ye the 
king of the Affyrians, and al the multitude, thatis with him: 
for there are manie moe withys, then with him. + For with 
him is an arme of fefh: with ysthe Lord our God, which is 
our helper, and fighteth for vs. And the people was encoura- 
ged with thefe maner of wordes of Ezechias the king of 
luda. + Which thingesafter they were done, Sennacherib 
the king of the Affyrians fenthis{eruantes to Ierufalem (for 
him(elf with al his armie befeiged Lachis) to Ezechias the 
king of Iuda, & toal the people, that was in the citie , faying: 
+. Thus fayth Sennacherib the king of the Affyrians : In 
whom hauing affiance, doeyou fitte befieged in lerufalem? 
{+ Hath Ezechias deceiued you, to deliuer you todeath in 
hunger and thirft, affirming that the Lord your God can de- 
liuer you from the band of the king of the Aflyrians? + Why, 
is not this Ezechias, that hath deftroyed his excelfes,and al- 
tars, and hath commanded Inda & Ierufalem, faying : Before 
one altar you thal adore, and on it you thal burne incen(e? 
t Are youignorant what thingesI have done,and my fathers 
to al the peoples of the landes? haue the goddes of nations, 
and of al landes bene able todeliuer their countrie out of my 
hand? + Whois there of al the goddes of the nations, which 
my fathers wafted, that could deliuer his people out of my 
hand, chat your God alfo can deliuer you out of this hand? 
t Let not therfore Ezechias deceiue you, nor delude you 
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with vayne perfualion, neither beleue ye him. Forifno god 
o. al nations and kingdomes, could deliver his people out of 
my hand, and out of the hand of my fathers, confequently 
neither thal your God be able to deliuer you out of my hand. 
t Yea and mainte otherchinges did his feruances fpeake, 
agaynft our Lord God, and agaynft Ezechias his feruanr, 
t Letters alfo he wrote ful of blatphemie again{t our Lord the 

God of Ifracl, and he fpake agaynft him : as the goddes of 
their nations could nor deliuer their people out of my hand, 
fo the God alfo of Ezechias can not deliuer his people out of 
thishand. + Morcouer alfo withalowd crie, inthe Iewes 

tongue, he founded againft the people,that fate on the walles 
of Ierufalem, rhat he migheterrifie them, and take the citie. 
t And he {pake agaynft the God of Ierufalem, as agaynft the 
goddes of the peoples of the earth, the workes of mens han- 
des. t Ezechias therfore the king, and Ifaias the prophet the 

fonne of Amos,prayed agaynft this blafphemie,and cried out 
euen to heauen. + And our Lord fent an Angel, which ftroke 

eucric ftrong man,and warryer, and prince of the armie of 
the king ofthe Affyrians : and he returned with ignominie

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into his countrie. And when he was enrcered into the houfe | 
_ of his God, his fonnes thar werecome forth of his wombe, 


flewe him with thefword. + And our Lord faued Ezechias 
and theinhabirantes of Ierufalem, out of the hand of Senna- 
cherib the king of the Aflyrians, and out of the hand ofal, 
& gaue them reft round about. ¢ Manie alfo brought hoftes, 


and facrifices to our Lord into lerufalem, and giftes to Ezea. 


chias the king of luda: who was exalted after thefe thinges 
beforeal nations. + Inthofe daies Ezechias was fick euen 
to death, and he prayed our Lord: and he heard him,and gaue 
hima figne. + Butnotaccording to the benefites, which he 
receiued, did he recompenfe, * becaufe his harr was eleuated: 
and wrath came dguyutt him, and agaynft Iuda and Terufa- 
lem. ¢ And he was humbled afrerward, becatfe his hart had 
bene exalted, both he and the inhabirantes of Ferufalem: and 
therfore the wrath of our Lord came not vpon them in the 
daies of Ezechias. + And Ezechias was rich, and glorious ex- 
cedingly and gathered to himfelf great treafures of filuer and 
of gold, and of pretious ftone, of fpices, and of armour of al 
kinde, and of veffels of great price. + Storchoufes alfo of 
corne, of wyne, and of oyle, and ftalles of al Pee ss 

oldes 
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flockes of theepe, and of heardes innumerable, becaufe our 
Lord had geuen him f{ubftance exceding much. + The fame 
is Ezechias, that flopped the vpper fountaine of the waters 
of Gihon, and turned them away vndernethroward the Weft 
of the Citie of Dauid: inal his workes he did profperoufly 
whathe would. + But yes inthe embaflie of the princes of 
Babylon, that were fent ro him, to aske of the wonder, that 
had chanced vpon the earth, God leift him rhat he might be 
tempted, and a] thinges might be made knowen, that were in 
his hart. ¢ But the reft of the wordes of Ezechias,and of his 
mercies are writen in thevifion of Ifaias the fonne of Amos 
the prophete, and in the booke of the kinges of Iuda & Ifrael. 
t And Ezechias flept with his fathers, and they buried him in 
the chiefe fepulchres of the children of Dauid : and al Iuda 
celebrated his funeralles, & al rheinhabirantes of Jerufalem : 
and Manaffcs his fonne reigned for him,

Manaffis for bis manifold wickedness led captineinto Babylon. 12. repenteth 
in prifon, ts reftored to his kingdom, and deftroyeth idolatrie: 18. dieth, 24.

3 thertotherighthand, norto the left. i And in the eight 
yeare of his reigne, when he was yet a child,he began to feeke 
the God of his father Dauid: and the twelfth yeare after he 
began to reigne, he cleanfed Iuda and Ierufalem from excel- 

4 fes,and groues, and idols, & fculprils. = And they deftroyed 
before him the altars of Baalim, and theidols, thar had bene 
fet vpon them, they deftroyed: the groues alfo and fculptils 
he cut downeand brake in peeces : and ouer their tombes, 
that wereaccuftomed to immolate vnto them, he ftrawed

P ROTESTANTES and otherSectaries of this rime denie thefe bookes to 

be diuine Scripture, becaufe they are notin the lewes Canon, nor wereac- 
cepted for canonical in the primitiue Church. Butin deede the chiefe caufcis, 
for that fome thinges in thefe bookes, are fo manifett apaing their opinions, 
that they haueno other anfwere, burto reie& their authoritie. An old thift 
notedand retutedby S Auguftin touching, the Booke of VVifd ome, which 
fome refufed, pretending thatit was not canonical, butin deede becaufeitcon- 
uiaced their errors’ For otherwile who feeth not, that the Canom of the 
Church of Chrift is of more authoriry with al true Chriftians, then the Canon 
ofthe lewes? And thatthe Church of Chrift numbreth thefe Bookes amongft 
others of diuine and infallible authoritic, is ewidentb ythe teftimonie and diffi- 
nition, not only of larer general Councels; of Trent, Seff.4. and Florence 
Inflruteone Armenorum, of Pope Innocentius, Epift ad Exuperinm, and Gelafius, 
Decveto de libris facris: buralfo the Councel of Carthage An. Dom. 419.8. Augu- 
ftin bb 2 Doét. Chrift. cap. 8. Vfidorus lub. 6, atymel.cap. 1. Callidoruslib.1, Die 
winarum Lethionum. Rabanus, lib. 2 de Inftstutione Clericorum , and others teftifie 
the fame, as we fhal further note feuerally of eueric booke, intheir particular 
places.And for fomuch as our aduerfaries acknowlege thefe Bookes tobe 
Holie, and worthie to be read inthe Church, but not{ufiicient to proue,and 
confirme poinres of faith:the ftudious reader may confider that the Councel of 
Carthage calleth them Canonical, and Divine, which theweth that they are of 
infallible authoritie. Fora Canonisan aflured ruleand warrant of direction, 
whereby(faythS. Augoftin lib. 11. contra Fauftum. cap. 5. et lib. 2. contra 
Crefconium. cap. 32 ) the infirmitie ofour defeétin knowlegeis guided, and 
by which rule other bookesarelikewife knowne tobe Gods word. His rea- 
fon is,becaufe we haue no other affurance thatthe hookes of M oyfes,the foure 
Gofpels, and other bookesare the true word of God, but bythe Canonofthe 
Church. VVherevpon the feme great DoGor vetered that famous faying : that 
he vvould not belewe the Cofpel except the aushoritie of the Catholique Church mowed him 
thervnto. contra. Epift. Fundaments, ca. S. 

True it isthat fome Catholique Doétors doubted whether thefe bookes 
were Canonical orno, becawfethe Church had not then declared that they 
were;but fincethe Charches declaration no Catholique doubreth. SoS. Ierom 
tcftifieth, tharthe Booke of Tudith(among the reft) femedro kim not canoni- 
cal, tilthe Councel of Nice declared itto be, Likewife the Epiftle tothe He- 
brewes, the Epiftle of S. lames, the fecond of S. Peter, the fecond and third of 
S.Iohn,S.ludes Epiftie, and the Apocalyps were fometimes doubted of, yet 
were afterwardes declared to be Canonical. And mot Proteftantes, namely 
Englith admitte them al, asthe aflured word of God, though they werenotal- 
waies fo reputed byal, bur as. lerome affirmeth of S. lames Epiftle, Pawlatim 
tempere procedente merwit authoritatem.

{pecial good leffons may be briefly gathered, for the inftruction & confolation 
of fuch asare to marie, or be already maried. Not that cither al, or onlie the 
fame obferuations perteyne now to chriftian Mariage, but that al Chriftianes 
may fee, how orderly godlie perfons proceded in making, and performing 
this holie contract inthe old Teftament,and therby lerne, that more perfection 
is required in Chriftian Matrimonie, being now (as thenit is was not) aholie 
Sacrament, fignifying the Vnion betwen Chrift & his Church: and gcuing pe- 
culiat Grace to the parties (if themfelues hinder it not) to beare more cafily 
the incident burdens, and rightly to fulfil che proper duties of manand wife, 
according to theigodlie inftruction of the Reman Catechifme.

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_ perfeuering confant in vertue, thanking God for al ,not finning in 
his lippes, neither {peaking anie foolish thing againft God, tie 
dinel getting more ample permiffion to touch kis bones and flesh (chap. 2) {us 
fudenly ftroock him with moft grievous borch ( of doyle ) from the 
fole of the foote to the toppe of the head: who fitring on 4 
dunghil, andfcraping the corruption of his fores with a thel in 
extreme pasne, his owne wife, by the dinels fuggefion, reuiled him for hrs 
fincerstie,and prouoked bim to blafpheme God : bat he fewerely repre- 
bended her follse, fit keeping neceffarie patience. .

Then came three {pecta! freimdes, noble wifemen (or litle kinges) to yifite, 


and comforte him, who in feuen dayes not {peaking one word of con- 
folation,nor eatering into ante difcourfe with him, at laf? lob kimfelf (chap. 
3.) broke this long filence (but not hrs patience) lamentably bewayling 
the extremitie of his paines, imputing al tothe mifertes of mans effare, 
corruptea by fione, difcourfed of certaine penal euiles, or malades en- 
{uing therupon, wishing for his owne part (1f it bad fo bene Gods pleafure, 
fer ke fincerly feared God) that either he had not bene borne, or bene 
shortly taken our of his world, curfing finneand the proper effe- 
ctes therof remaining in man, wishing alfoto haue wanted the ordi- 
narie benefites of education in bis infancie, and al his former pro(peritie, 
fo that be might bane efcaped the calarsittes, wherwith he was now affiscied. 
Al which he ytsering in way of contemning al worldlie thinges, and fuppo- 
fing his freindes there prefent,would hase fo Ynderflood kim,and had com- 
pajjion vith him: they contrariwife (by art of the diwel, God fo permitting ) 
felinto indignation, & in fread of comforting their moft af fitted freind, 
sharply reprchended him, rashly indged his confeience, and falf/ly con- 
demned him, net only ofimpatient {peach, as offenfiue to God, and his 
Angels, and to al good men;bit alfo of other enormions finnes: as pride, 
tyrannie, prefumption, hypochrific, and blafphemie, becauje here- 
tofore he fered to the world as inf? and holie, and now (as they imagined) in 
his deferued punishment, charged Ged with iniuftice. herupon grew disers 
long difputes betwen 1ob and his three freindes ; a fourth alfo intruding him- 
felfe, when the others ceaffed. So that tob indured nine conflictes, and 
in the tenth Godiudged himthe victour, whih shal yct better ap- 
peare,if we repete the fimme of their argumentes, cx his anfwers,with Gods 
decifion of the controuerfie. 

in the firft confit Eliphaz the chiefest of Iobs freindes (in the. 4. and 5. 
chapters) accufed lob of great impatience, and infolencie against 
God, al(o both him and his familie of tyrannie, like to a cruel lion, 


and lions whelpes, alleaging for proofe the profperitie of good men, puntsh- 


ment of the wicked, and a particular vifion. Adinred him therfore to ac- 
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knowlege and repent the fame. Butlob (sm other tno chapters) auoched. 
that in deede his afflictions were greater then his finnes deferued,, 
relying vpon hisinnocencie knowen to kis owne confctence. Defcytbed alo the. 
manifold calansities of mans life, defired to die, and {oto nd his Yyorldhe 
miferies. ; 

Then Baldad the fecond oppofite freind ( 1n the 8. chap.) pretending to. 
free Gods iudgement from al shew or refemblance of insuftice, charged. 
Job and his children with former wickednes, and him as iniurtous to 
God in his {peaches, of Which if he would repent, he siould behealed, and 
profper as before: Arguing in general, that God neuer affli@eth the 


of chele mensinnocent, nor aflifteth the malignant. Infinuating therby, that lob

svas an hypocrite. Wherto lob anfwered (chap.9.¢> 10) that in dedeno man 
may compare, nor iuftifie himfelfe before God. Newertheles it fan= 
deth wel ith Gods fice, powre,c~ w1fdome,that innocentes be fometimes. 
exerci[ed with tribulations, more then therr offences deferue. 

Thirdly Sophat (the third difputer) aflaulted lob (ch.11.)imputing his 
{peach, and defence of himfelf to loquacitie, and audacious teme= 
titie, in that he defired ta knosp the caules of Gods prousdence, in [o grienon> 


Sly af fring him. Of which fanltes holie lob purged himfelf (in thetbrea 


next chapters) fil maiatayning hisinnocencie,actording to his osune conference 
better known to him/clf then to them, defiring God to inftruct bim,if he had. 
anie vaknosyen finnes. Difcourfed alfo much more profoundly of Geds powre, 
svifdome, 1uftice, and prousdence, as svel in general, as towards kimfelf in. 
particular: and profefed his faith, and great confidence of the Refurrection, 
Acaine Eliphaa (ch. ts.) more bitterly then before, condemned Tob. 
of pref{umption, and blafphemie, défcourfed of mans corruptnes and. 
pronesto finne, defcribing the maners of hypachrites, and other impious mens, 
svith their miferable endes, and argued Lob for fucha one. VV bo(in the next 
tsvo chapters)expoftulated with thefe his freinds, that they coming with 
pretence to comforth bins, did fo violently affult him, by charging bim with. 
fale and heynous crimes, hisowne confctence better knowing, ana teftifying 
his former life,and ftate of his foule, then that their imaginations could alter 
bis udgement. Aad fo with contempt of this world, ex defire of death: 
and reft, appealed to Gods iudgement againft his three freindes,. 
touching the matter in controuerfie. In tue meane time comforted himfelf 
with med:tation of the next world. 
Baldad Lkewsfe replied (ch. 18.) with hote contention,accufing Job 

of infolent impatience snculcating tbe greuous punishmentes both of bim,and 
others for their impietie. In anfwer wherto he lamented againe the want 


of expected comforth, efpecially by fuch freindes. Stil comforted himfelf 


with affared fath of the Refarrection, 


a Sophar 
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Sophar «l/o(ch.20.)attempted againe to couince Tob of impietie, 
and hypochtifie, by the muferable, and [peedie fal of Wicked men after 
profpersise: for/o he imagined lob to be fallen into irreconerable miferiec. But 
lob thewed the coatrarie, that fome wicked men profper long, yea 
al thetr life, and the {ame lonz and then ina moment goe downeto hel, 
and {athe argument of prefent affiiFion proued not their opinion again ft hin. 
Eliphaz difputed the third tme(ch.22.) contending that the caufes 

of affliction, are not to beattributed to Gods fecrete prouidence, 


but to afficred (innes of the Wescked, Vpon whom only he fuppofed, that affit- 


ions falzinferring that lob svas gutlise of enormious crimes, C~ grofeerrorss 


Prged him therfore to returneto God, that be might be reffored to former

pro(peritée. ob againe appealed to Gods fentence, rot in his terrour, - 


nor rigourof bisiufitce but againf his aduerfartes im th quarel, de(cribing 
Gods powre, and wildome,. by which he permitteth the innocent 
to be afflicted, & the wicked to profper : no man knowing how fone, 
or how late, al shal receiue as they delerue. 

Moreower Baldad difputed the third time, very briefly (eh. 25.) ende- 
uouring to terrifie lob from further anfwering, and e/peeially from 
appealing to Gods iudgement. But Iob Very largely (in fix ensuing 


chapters) difcourfed divinely of Gods fouereigne Maicfte, Powre,. 


Wifdom, exact Iuftice, and infinire Mercie. Alo ot wicked mens des 
ftruttion; of his owne former profpecitie, and prefentcalamitie, to- 
gether with his good workes, and snnocencie, which he fisl anouched in 
re[pect of great intquities. 

After that lob and his three freindes ceaffed nothing being agreed vpon in 
the point of controwerfie, the druel yet ceased not, but furred vp a yongman, 
called Eliu, proud and arrogant, byt not ynlersed, Who abruptly con- 
demned them al; tomutte, lob of pertinacie, the others of in{ufficiencte. 
And therfore toake vpon binsto conumee lob, though the others could not. 
Very like to late-rifing Proteftantes, or Puritaines bragging that by 
new argumentes, and proofes neuer beard of, they wil ouerthrow the 
Papiftes, or Catholique Romaine Church, and doGrin, which al former eni- 
mies, Lewes, Pagaines,Turkes, and Heretikes,norHel gates,could 
notouercome. This yong Eliu therfore, with his Priuate fpirite, 
Wwfer in bis osene conceipt then al that went before him, aflaulted conftant 
Tob (ch. 32. and fine more enfiing) With manie wordes, and braggesy often 
tha lenging co prowoking but not extorting ante anfyrer, from fo graue Aman 
to bisfriuolows and idle argumentes, largely difcourfing of thinges either mot 
denied, or [o manifeft falje, that ewerse mecne [eruant of God, could eafely 
conuince them, and newer ap proching to the maine controuerfie, only railed 
again? belve 1ob,charging him more furiow/ly then ansc had donnebefore, 
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with impietie, impatience, ignorance, pride,bla(phemie, and obfi- 
nacie, vices farte from lobs fanttitie, dilating alfo of Gods imftsce, mercie, 
Wifdome, powre, and prousdence; and that no man ought to contend,nor cra 
poffulate with God, that afflGions wust be borne patiently, and that God is 
mf, and mariclous tn bis Wworkes, wherof no wifeman ener doubted ; and fa 
lob conuinced his Yputh felence. 
Tathe renth Bat God himfelf for decifion of al (from ch, 38. to the end of the Booke) 
ie ae firft by way of examining inftruQed Lob more particularly, reciting manie 
pis eae a marielous workes of nature, skewing therby his Diusme Mateflie, Powe, and 
Wifdeme, exercifing lob in more patience, and wuthal perfecting 
 bimin humilitie. so that with al renerent feare and fubiection, be offered 
and {ubraitted him felfeto Gods onlie good pleafure. Then finally God gaue 
ae fentence that lob fiad defended the truth,& his three freindes had 
enitentes : : 
pardoned, @tted. /Piaom after Sacrifice and lobs prayer for thers, he pardoned; reftored 
Lobrewar- Job to health, and to duble profperitre,of al he bad loft before, gewmng tim alfo 
ded, long life, and a bappie end, ; 5 
yee In this heftorie befedes the literal fen{e, shewing that lob was 14? and fin~ 
pie Me this 0°24 mot for bis fiznes(as bis freindes falfly fuppojed) but for his more me- 
Pinctie. rete was most extremly afficted , and afterwards reftored to health and 
Allegorical, wealth: 1e haue alfobere in the Allegorical fenfe, an efpecial figure of 
Chritt, Who as be was ab(olutly moftinnosent ,c~mof perfect :fo was he with 
ont copars[on moff al fiéted of al mankind, Likewi/e lobs reftanration to better 
Anagogical. fate then before, fignified in thee Anagogical fenfe,the Refurrection and 
reftewratio of better, moft glorious qualitses in the blefed,with fulnes of 
Moral, diies,in eternal glorie. Fiaslly in a Moral (enfe (watch S. Gregorte moft 
efpectally profecuteth)al Chriftians bane bere a moft notable example o Pal 
y riues, namely of patience, wiheriniob proceded by degrees to great perfee 
: étion. For he was first tried by tne loffe of al bis goodes e> children and was 
et ee prowed to be ery patient. He was then moft greworsjly tormented in bodie,cr* 
ts Rea being left without comforth, albeit be lamentably bea, led (0 great exes 
Fect paticnce. mitt essing (uch day:shad bene prenented:yet he nesther {poke againfiGod, 
nor good min, nor bis ownefowle,cy according to truth auouched ee defenaed 
his owne innocencie.. And at laft by Gods infpivation,and [wete confolation, 
heregreseaded bimlelf, of former imperfecicons ytterca +9 fome Vwordes, 
and Your fies) refignation ta Gods Wil, fafeyned al histoff:s and paynes, not 
oaly vith contentment, but alfo with iy.
